1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed, in their broadest embodiment, a process according to present claim 48. 
Although phosphate triesters and diesters are most commonly a mixture of these 
compounds, and may include monoesters as well, the examiner is persuaded by 
applicants' argument that the phosphate ester surfactant of component e) is wholly 
different from the alkyleneoxy phosphate esters of component a). The prior art does not 
teach this mixture of phosphate esters for the process of claim 48 and so the present 
claims are allowable.
